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What is to be Done With it? 


A prominent Mormon leader once de- 
clared, in relution to the “Celestial law 
of marriage.“ or polygamy, that, even 
if it were wrong, they had gone too 
far to turn back and their only. course 
was to persevere in the path they. 
had chosen. In other words, to recant 
would be to acknowledge the fallibility 
of self-styled prophets, and, ratber than 
thus destroy the very foundation of their 
faith, it were better to accumulate the 
iniquity until its enormity and the num- 
bers of its. adherents sbould become a 
defense against universal censure. 

This declaration gives us the key to 
the persistency with which those, who 
are the. advocates of this heresy: 
have clung to it themselves and endexv- 
ored to, propagate it by every means in 
their power. But. while it must be ad 
mitted. that such a course of reasoning 


= 


is not without a eertain degree of tact 


and shrewdness. it is purely selfish in its 
calculations and seeks only to secure 
safety for the guilty in making the deln- 
ded innocent partakers of their iniquity, 

To live in open and continued viola- 
tion of law is not compatible with pro- 
testations of loyalty. and, so long as 
such disregard of the first duty of citi- 
zenship is persisted in no sensible Mor- 
mon will wonder that patriotic dec] ama- 


tion, on their part, is received with con- 
- siderable caution by those who. it must 


be admitted. have had considerable cause 


to qnestion their willing allegiance in 


the pust. 

It is not doubted. that the masses of 
Utah have only to be properly directed, 
to become all that is necessary in gond 
citizens. The manifestations we have 
seen are sufficient to demonstrate that 
fact. But they can also be easily led in 
opposition to their own best interests. 
thongh it may subserve the purposes of 
those, who cannot truthfully make the 
plea of ignorance. Therefore we mean 
to watch these latter narrowly, and hold 
them strictly responsible for the future. 
We are not ignorant of their influence 
among their followers; its weight is free® 
ly conceded; but. they cannot accept 
this condition of social authority and 
evade the ful! measure of responsibility 
consequent upon its exercise. With 
them rests the carrying outo the pro- 
gramme of patriotism recently com- 
menced, to its legitimate results, or, if 
they so desire, the feeling may be stran- 
gled in the multitude at its birth, and 
be allowed to fall still-born. Should 
this latter prove to be the case, no shal- 
low disguise of appearances. will be 
eufficient to hide the secret purpose 
and no one will be at a loss to find the 
cause, nor where to fix the responsi- 
bility. 
There are some dangerous theories to 
be abandoned by the Mormon Church 
leaders—dangerous to our future peace 
and prosperity--before a loyal status can 
be claimed. Foremost among these is. 
that of Celestial marriage, at least so 
long as it results in pelygamy. We 
care absolutely nothing what theories of 
salvation, based thereon, the tertile 
brain of fanaticism incited by lust may 
engender as articles of faith. but we 
must stipulate, that, while eontrary to 
the law of the land, tbey must be kept 
within the domain of theory. and not be 
suffered to become obnoxious facts. 

But the question is ever ready and 
often asked. what sball be done with 
the wives we have?” Without attempt- 
ing to furnish a solution for a difficulty 
we had no band in creating, it may safe-
